(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Fortnightly  collections  of  household  refuse  are  carried  out  by 
the  Council* §  Scavengers  in  all  villages,  the  refuse  being  taken 
to  tips  and  covered  up.  Fortnightly  collections  of  night  soil 
are  carried  out  by  the  Council1^  Scavengers  in  90/o  of  the  villages, 
the  nightsoil  being  taken  to  arable  land  to  be  ploughed  in. 

(iii)  SALVAGE 

Salvage  is  collected  by  the  Council's  Scavengers  once  each 
fortnight  and  special  collections  are  made  on  application. 

Salvage  material  consists  of  tins,  bones,  rags,  glass,  iron,  brass, 
aluminium,  paper  and  cardboard  of  all  kinds.  Also  string,  rubber 
and  waste  pig  food.

Existing  Water  Supplies 


The  Parishes  •  £  Ah  Kettleby-,  Asfordby,  Broughton 
and  Dalby,  Clawson  and  Harby,  Stathern,  Waltham  (Thorpe 
Arnold  Ward),  Eaton  (Eastwell  Ward)  Somerby  (part),  Burton 
and  Dalby  (Burt. on  Ward)  are  supplied  from  the  Council’s  mains. 

Stand  pipes  are  not  provided,  the  services  being 
taken  on  to  the  consumers  premises. 

It  was  necessary  to  curtail  the  supply  during  194 3 
owing  partly  to  the  dry  season  and  partly  to  Service  calls. 

There  is  no  indication  of  any  tendency  to  plurnbo- 

s^lvency. 

The  Parishes  of  Belvoir,  Buckminster  (Buckminster  Ward) 
G-rimston  fSaxelby  Ward)  Knossington  (Cold  Overton  Ward) 
Sproxt»n  (Sproxton  and  Saltby  Wards)  are  supplied  by  private 
piped  supplies  of  limited  quantity. 

The  rest  ef  the  ^istrict  is  supplied  from  public  and 
private  wells.  The  majory  of  the  wells  are  "shallow  wells" 
of  doubtful  quality,  and  in  many  cases  insufficient  in 
quantity  during  dry  periads.  Shortages  have  been  experienced 
particularly  in  the  Parishes  of  Wymondham  and  Hoby. 
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
